West Bank deportees 
to attempt return today

The military government "has no 
intention whatsoever" of allowing 
the three Hebron area leaders 
deported last Saturday morning 
after the Beit Had ass ah attack to 
return to the West Bank via the 
Allenhy Bridge. 

Military government sources 
were responding to agency reports 
from Amman that Hebron Mayor 
Fahd Kaw&sme, mayor Mohamm- 
ed Milhem of neighbouring 
Halhoul, find the Sheri '1 judge of 
Hebron. Sheikh Rajab al Tamimi 
intend, to try to enter the area from 
Jordan today, at 9:30 a_m. 

The army said it will also not 
allow a group of left-wing Israelis, 
members of the "Committee 
Against Settlement in Hebron," to 
approach the bridge, from the west 
and meet the mayors. 

Milhem fo ld a.-press conference 
held on their arrival ' in Amman 
yesterday that the three were 
deported without access to the 
statutory, board of appeal, and that 
they intend to test last Thursday’s 
UN Security Council resolution 
which called on Israel to rescind the 
deportation orders. - 

According to reports in Jordanian 
newspapers the three plan to con- 
tinue to Europe and the UJJ. to 
denounce Israel’s policies in the 
areas if they are not allowed across- 
the bridge. 

It has also been learned that the 
wives of the deportees are con- 
sidering appealing: to the High 
Court of Justice this morning for an 
injunction which would allow their 
husbands to remain in the country 
while they pursue the legal means 
of appeal open to them.

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskie is planning 
to spend the next several days per- 
sonally reviewing the stalled 
autonomy negotiations with his top 
Middle East advisers and with the 
U.8. ambassadors to Israel and 
Egypt, who have been recalled to 
Washington. 

U.S. officials insisted to Israel 
Ambassador Ephraim Evron that 
Muskie’s “policy review” sessions 
had been arranged several days 
before Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat issued his surprise announce- 
ment suspending the talks. 

The Americans maintained that 
the Washington consultations were 
also designed to brief Muskie on the 
Middle East fully in advance of his 
trip to Europe on Tuesday where he 
is scheduled to see. Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. The 
Middle East, the U.S. officials said. 
Is likely to be discussed there. 

Evron meanwhile met yesterday 
with U.S. special Middle Bast en- 
voy Sol Linowitz to receive a report 
on Unowitz's talks in Cairo with 
Sadat on Thursday, just prior to 
Sadat’s suspension of the autonomy 
negotiations. 

According to Israeli sources, 
Evron relayed the contents of the 
report to Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir in Jerusalem. The sources 
declined to reveal details of the 
Linowitz report. 

With Muskie now sworn in as the 
new secretary of state, Unowitz’s 
standing in the Carter administra- 
tion is expected to be strengthened. 
Muskie and Linowitz, who were 
roommates at Cornell University 
Law School, are old friends. Indeed, 
Linowitz is reported to have urged 
Carter to name Muskie as Cyrus 
Vance's successor. 

Muskie. who comes to the State 
Department with a strong voting' 
record of support for Israel; is un- 
familiar with many nuances of the 
Arab-Israell conflict. He wants to 
be brought up to date by Linowitz 
and the U.S. ambassadors in Tel 
Aviv and Cairo, Samuel Lewis and 
Alfred Atherton. 

Assistant Secretary for Near 
Eastern Affairs Harold Saunders, 
the Middle East staffer on the 
National Security Council. Robert 
Hunter, and others will participate 
in the policy review. 

Linowitz is also expected to 
report personally to President Jim- 
my Carter, who has been described 
by other U.S, aides as ’"disap- 
pointed" in the slow pace of the 
autonomy negotiations. 

Carter had hoped that his recent 
round of separate summits in 
Washington with Sadat and Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin would 
provide a boost to the negotiators. 
But reports reaching Washington 
from the last set of discussions in 
Herzliya were not encouraging. 

The U.S. abstention on the 14-to-O 
vote last Thursday evening at the 
UN Security Council calling on 
Israel to undo the “illegal" deporta- 
tion of three West Bank Palestinian 
leaders was approved personally 
by Carter, who felt that any U.S. 
vote in favour would further com- 
plicate the autonomy talks. 

U.S. officials said the resolution 
was "one-sided" because it did not 
condemn the Palestinian terrorist 
attacks which had led to the ex- 
pulsions. But in private, the 
Americans note that the actual 
language of the resolution was con- 
sistent with an earlier State Depart- 
ment rebuke of the Israeli action.

T,cn8t effective of all was Yehuda 
Mclr Abramovltz of the Gur 
Hassidim wing in the Aguda fac- 
tion. He claimed at the m eet ings 


that the 18 Gur institutions bad been 
getting a raw deal for years. The 
13500,000 which Lorincz offered him 
was inadequate, he said. 
Abramovltz demanded .that the 
whole IS 2 . 6 m. be allocated on the 
basis of numbers of students in In- 
stitutions. 

Lorincz replied that this was out 
of the question, explaining that he 
had personal commitments to cer- 
tain institutions he had estalished.

When Abramovltz countered that

The government is reacting 
with deliberate calm to Presi- 
dent Sadat’s decision to sus- 
pend the autonomy talks in- 
definitely. Policymakers here 
recall the Egyptian leader’s 
sudden and dramatic breaking- 
off of the early peace talks in 
Jerusalem in January 1978. 

This time, they are determined 
not to be panicked or pressured, but 
to ait tight until Sadat sees fit to 
resume the negotiations. 

“It appears to be & system with 
him," highly placed sources 
observed last night. “Then, as now, 
the Egyptian negotiators had no In- 
kling of the suspension decision un- 
til it was announced in Cairo." 

Israel's chief autonomy 
negotiator. Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, said on Friday he thought the 
suspension was "a mistake" from 
Egypt’s point of view. "Apparently, 
he (Sadat) has decided to create a 
little pressure," Burg told an inter^ 
viewer..." (But) the world knows 
who is responsible for postponing 
the talks." 

Despite the play-it-cool approach 
In Jerusalem, the suspension is 
likely to deter the cabinet from tak- 
ing any far-reaching decision on the 
vexed Issue of the "legal status" of 
the West Bank settlements. The 
issue is on today's cabinet agenda 
once again, with Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir due to conclude a 
review of the legal options 
available to the government. 

Highly placed sources said they 
did not expect any decision today 
that would change the status quo 
(and arouse immediate indignation 
in the U.S. and elsewhere In the 
world). 

These sources Insisted that the 
suspension of the autonomy talks 
was not necessarily a restraining 
factor, since the cabinet would 
anyway not take action that would 
contravene Camp David. But they 
conceded that some of the ministers 
would now consider the time in- 
anspfclcus for any new action of the- 
settlements issue. 

One cabinet source said last night 
that in .fact the only problems 
needing an urgent decision pertain 
to small and specific tracts of land 
adjoining certain settlements. But 
even on these, the political situation 
in the wake of Sadat's decision may 
well dictate a deferment of deci- 
sion. 

The intended — and much 


publicized — attempt by the three 
West Bonk leaders expelled last 
week to re-enter the West Bank to- 
day via the Allenby Bridge la 
another factor weighing on the 
ministers when they consider the 
political- and image-related 
aspects of the West Bank situation. 

Defence Minister Ezer Welzman, 
who returned from a brief visit to 
Egypt on Friday, seemed to con- 
firm speculation that internal 
Egyptian 'reasons were Involved in 
the suspension decision. “Sadat 
wanted to suspend the talks," Wein- 
man said, “because of his major 
speech to the nation on Wednesday. 
He requested that we don't go 
there." 

But beyond that, Weizraan said, 
Sadat clearly was displeased with 
the lack of progress at the latest 
round of autonomy talks which end- 
ed on Wednesday In Herzliya. Sadat 
had “expected something more 
tangible from the autonomy talks. 

"I believe they will resume at a 
later stage, but don't know when." 
Welzman said. 

He felt the Egyptians had no 
desire for a “fundamental crisis," 
but were perhaps willing to create a 
“small crisis" because of their dis- 
appointment at the lack of results 
so far. 

Other Israeli officials charged 
that the Egyptians were deliberate- 
ly foot-dragging in the hope of stav- 
ing off the conclusion of the talks 
until after the U.S. presidential 
elections. Egypt apparently believ- 
ed, these officials said, that an 
American president freed from the 
constraints of the campaign would 
be readier to apply pressure on 
Isr&eL 

In Egypt itself, Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs Butros Ghali 
yesterday confirmed that Cairo 
was freezing the autonomy 
negotiations on all levels — not only 
on the ministerial level as had 
previously been supposed. 

Ghali made the statement after 
chairing a three-hour meeting with 
his ministry's delegates to the 
autonomy negotiations. The group, 
curiously, was referred to yester- 
day as "Palestine affairs experts" 
rather than an autonomy team. 

As Ghali conferred with his 
ministry officials. President Sadat 
met in Ismailiya with Premier 
Mustapha Khalil, Egypt's senior 
autonomy negotiator.

Cairo mum on future 
of autonomy talks

CAIRO. — Secrecy surrounded 
President Anwar Sadat's con- 
sultations with his prime minister, 
Mustapha Khalil, in Ismailla 
yesterday. There was little hope 
that Sadat’s intentions regarding 
the suspended autonomy talks 
would be announced before 
Wednesday, when Sadat is schedul- 
ed to address the Egyptian People's 
Assembly. 

Consultations continued at lower 
levels too, with Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Ghali sum- 
moning all members of the Egyp- 
tian autonomy delegation to the 
Foreign Ministry to reassess the 
situation. 

Informed sources said the 
courses of action under considera- 
tion included calling a new tripar- 
tite summit, resorting to the UN 
and following up “initiatives from 
outside parties," presumably from 
the European community. 

But a resumption of the 
autonomy talks within the Camp 
David framework was thought the 
most likely outcome of the 
reassessment, ordered qn Thurs- 
day by Sadat himself. Sadat is said 
to be dissatisfied with the slow pace 
of the latest round of autonomy 
talks in Herzliya last week. 

The decision to suspend the talks 
was without doubt purely Sadat's. 
Khalil and other Egyptian 
delegates had earlier confirmed 
that the talks would continue on 
Monday, at the Mena House Hotel 
just outside Cairo.

Reagan: Palestine 
is Jordan problem

WASHINGTON. — Former Califor- 
nia governor Ronald Reagan, the 
almost-certain Republican 
presidential nominee, says that 
Jordan bears the major respon- 
sibility for resolving the Palesti- 
nian refugee question. 

"For too long.” Reagan said In 
San Francisco on Friday, 
"propagandists have had it that 
Israel was responsible for the 
refugees." 

He pointed out that the land of the 
former Palestine Mandate original- 
ly included both sides of the Jordan 
River before Transjordan was es- 
tablished in 1922 in 80 per cent of 
historic Palestine. The remaining 
20 per cent, he said, is today in 
Israel's control. 

The responsibility for the 
refugees should therefore fall 80 per 
cent on Jordan and 20 per cent on 
Israel. Reagan said. 


new development came only after 
U.S. delegation chief Sol Linowitz 
briefed Sadat on Thursday after- 
noon. 

Sadat apparently realized that, 
although the security issue had 
taken the limelight in Herzliya,

Meanwhile, Informed sources 
reaffirmed that Sadat's

“The reconstruction" was mainly 
Intended to provide urgent solutions 
to the problems of bousing, un- 
employment. overpopulation and 
rising prices. 

An officially-sponsored con- 
ference in Alexandria last week 
recommended draconic .measures 
such as raising the minimum age. 
for marriage to 25 for men and 20 
for women, cash incentives for 
small families, the reintroduction 
of forced labour in remote areas 
and greater government control 
over the exodus of skilled labour to 
better-paid Arab markets. 

But many observers felt the 
measures were so extreme that 
Sadat would not dare impose them 
on a population now accustomed to 
some measure of economic 
freedom. 

The Finance Ministry on Friday 
announced sweeping reductions fir 
duties on many categories of im- 
ported goods in an attempt to take* 
the edge off 30 per cent inflation and 
encourage capital Investment.

“The free world depends, not on 
nuclear weapons which cannot be 
used, but on conventional military 
forces.'

“The West," the prime minister 
continued, “has only three military 
forces: NATO, which .is untested 
and of questionable.reUabUity; U.S. 
forces stationed outside the Middle 
East: and the Israel Defence 
Forces.” 

According to a report of Begin’s 
comments made available yester- 
day by Rep. William Liehman (D- 
Fla.), the prime minister 
emphasized that the IDF is not the 
least capable of the three. “Right 


now.” Begin Added, “the U.S. needs 
high quality conventional military 
forces in the Middle East and needs 
to be able to use them carefully and 
expeditiously.* ' 

in his report, Lehman suggested 
that the UiS. consider leasing the 
Etzion And El turn airbases in Sinai 
from Egypt for 10 or 20 years 
following the scheduled Israeli 
withdrawal in (982. 

"The U.S. needs access to these 
high-quality bases the Israelis are 
leaving behind in the Sinai,'* he 
said.

Lehman called the two Sinai air- 
bases "technically and operational- 
ly superior" to those being con- 
structed by the U.S. for Israel in the 
Negev. 

The congressman, who is Jewish 
and a strong supporter of Israel on 
the key subcommittee, left Israel 
with the clear-cut impression that 
constructing two new airbases to 
replace Eitam and Etzion "makes 
little sense.” 


W. Germany moves toward 
support of Olympic boycott 
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FRANKFURT. — West Germany, 
considered a crucial cog in the U.S. 
Olympic boycott efforts, took a first 
step toward non-participation on 
Friday when the presidium of the 
West German Olympic Committee 
recommended not going to the 
Moscow games. 

Willi Weyer, one of the 20 
members of the presidium meeting 
in Frankfurt, said the executive 
committee voted 12-7 with one 
abstention not to send a team to 
Moscow. 

The resolution will be delivered to 
the 54-member full Olympic com- 
mittee, which is scheduled to vote 
an the question af participation, next 
Thursday in Duesseldorf. 

Wail Dauxne, president of the 
West German Olympic Committee, 
said the meeting was unanimous 
"in stressing the necessity for 
solidarity with the U.S.” 

Also Friday, tiny Liechtenstein 
joined Monaco and Norway among 
Western European nations that 
have announced they won't attend 
the Olympics. 


But Switzerland's national Olym- 
pic committee voted by a narrow 
majority yesterday In favour of 
Swiss participation in this year’s 
summer games in Moscow. 

Swiss sports federations as well 
as each individual athlete were 
given the right to decide on going to 
Moscow or joining the boycott call- 
ed by U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter. 

On Thursday, France, another 
key country, said it would decide on 
Tuesday whether to boycott. Argen- 
tina said it would not go, and China 
reiterated that It would not par- 
ticipate. 

Other wavering countries in 
Europe and elsewhere, will likely 
follow the lead given by France and 
Germany. In Guatemala on Friday, 
the Pan American Sports Organiza- 
tion I.ODEPA) came out against 
any boycott of the Moscow games. 
Among ODE PA members who have 
announced their support for the 
boycott are Chile, Honduras and

Police detectives found a trail of 
blood leading from Molochov's 
doorstep, on the fourth floor of the 
building, to his car. 

From this the Investigators con- 
cluded that the murderer had 
helped his victim downstairs and 
then' put him In the back seat of the 
car, intending to get him away from 
the place. The assailant then apr 
p&rently lost control of the car and 
crashed into the utility pole. 

Police Information indicates that 
the victim used to visit places 
where homosexuals congregate, 
and that his assailant may have 
come to Molochov’s flat on the 
pretext of a homosexual encounter.

What do these comments augur 
for the middle-of-the-road, lack- 
lustre mid staid Liberal Party? "I 
will not navigate this party towards 
Intransigence; but I do believe that 
from, now on our lino will be un- 
wavering and resolute." he said. 

He added: "I will try to persuade 
the members not to pick a political 
course without thinking, Just in 
order to prove that we are original 
and not following in Herut'fl 
footsteps. ... Many apparently 
hawkish positions were actually 
lifted from our own Liberal plat- 
form and not from Herat's. It was 
the (liberal Party which said In the 
3960s that Israel's borders and not 
the 1948 armistice lines, are the in- 
ternational frontiers." , 

Moda'i himself plpked the Issue of 
settlements as an example of the 
direction in which he hopes to steer 
the Liberal Party. "We must be 
determined to settle in Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza to ensure that 
vital defence needs are met. There 
is never a maximum as far as 
defence is concerned. There - can 
never b© exaggeration or excess In 
preparedness. Even when some 
generals try ^"minimize the 
strategic importance of the 
settlements, it Unit because they 
have no defence value at all. The 
argument la only about how much 
they contribute." 

Herat sources privately express- 
ed gratification over the result of 
the Liberal Party power struggle. 
They were happy to see that Deputy 


Prime Minister Slmha Ehrlich 
remains the titular head of the par- 
ty. the chairman - noting his close 
rrlntions . with Prime Minister 
Mrnahcm Begin. But they were not 
disheartened by the fact that his 
power hod been diminished. This 
would make him less of & potential 
trouble-maker, they felt. 

They were also delighted to see 
Jewish Agency Chairman Arye 
Dulzin withdraw from the race for 
party leadership, as he has been es- 
pecially blunt in his recent attacks 
on the prime minister. Most of all 
there was satisfaction at the power 
garnered by Moda'i. who has op- 
posed tAlk of a new centre party or 
break-up of the Likud partnership. 

Before adjourning early Friday 
morning, convention delegates 
adopted a long line of resolutions 
drawn up by a platform committee 
and never debated by the plenum. 

The resolutions echo Begln's 
stand on autonomy almost to the 
letter. They urge him to extend 
Israeli law to the Golan Heights and 
ensure that all Jewish settlements 
in Judea. Samaria and Gaza are un- 
der Israeli jurisdiction. 

"Historical Eretz Yiarael has 
room for only two states.” another 

resolution says: "One Jewish state 
west of the Jordan, and one Arab 
state east of the river." 

"Jews have the right to settle in. 
all parts of Eretz Yirrael and this 
right is connected with vital 
defence Interests of the nation. This 
right in no way constitutes an lm- 


pcdlment to peace.” other- 
resolutions declare stipulating that 
“srtllcmcnts must be sot up only 
according to govornmont' 
decision." 

Other resolutions reject the op- 
tion of early elections, express sup- 
port for continued existence of the 
Likud, turn down the idea of a new 
centre party in which the Liberals 
would take part and call for more 
Likud unity. 

Liberal pundits describe Moda'i. 
as strong-willed', and say he will lm ; # 
pose order on the party so that It* 
will no longer appear to be a ran- 
dom collection ot individuals 
without Any leadership or common, 
line.. His opponents in the party 
warn that for the first time In the 
history of the General ZJonlsts- 
tumcd-Llberais, the party will have 
a "boss," if not an outright dictator. 

. But Ehrlich aides continue to 
maintain that although he could not 
have been elected to his now- 
honorary post without Mod a' l's 
help, he Is still a force to be reckon- 
ed with In the party. He always 
bounces back after he la knocked 
down, they say. 

They note that the new party 
leadership includes such long-time 
allies of his as Workers Association 
head Zvi Renner (to be me 1e party 
treasurer), -and Minister Mosbe 
Nlssim, who will become the new 
chairman ot the Liberal Executive. 
When need be, Ehrlich can still 
wield great power in the party's 
leading institutions, say his sup- 
porters.

— The manager 
of the cold store at the Hod Hefer 
meat processing plant has been 
confined to his home by a District 
Court judge after spending 27 days 
In police custody on suspicion of 
stealing large quantities of poultry 
fiom the plant. 

Judge David Wallach heard 
counsel for Zion Casantini, 57, of 
Beit Ellezer, argue that the 
prolonged period in custody was en- 
dangering his client's health.

Share Index reaches high 
for ’80; trading heavy

TEL AVIV. - - The General Share 
Index closod out the week at its high 
point for tho current year. All sec- 
tors of trading advanced, and for 
the week, the Share Index rose by 
2.75 per cent, to 154.85. Of the 268 
issues trndod. 211 advanced. 41 
declined and 17 remained unchang'- 
cd. 

Trading was very active and 
averaged more than ILiOOra. a ses- 
sion. Industrials and real estate 
issues provided the market 
leadership. 

The market’s upward drive has 
been fuelled by a spate of good 
financial reports. In the period un- 
der review, solid earnings figures 
have been brought out by XDB 
Bankholding. Sahar and some 
smaller companies. The commer- 
cial banks — including Leuml, IDB 
and' Union Bank — are currently 
launching new financing issues. 

The cost-of-living index for April 
win be announced later this week, 
and more than a few analysts have 
suggested it may go as high as 8 per 
cent. These expectations, as well as 
the price increases In public 
transport and meat announced last 
week were behind sharp gains 


recorded by the Index-linked bond 
market. 

While the American dollar con- 
tinued to weakolS on the inter- 
national money markets, It scored 
a gain against the local currency. 
The wcek-to-week devaluation of 
the Israeli currency was in the 
order of 1.75 per cent. Nevertheless, 
a clear case continues to exist for 
converting foreign currency to 
Israeli currency and investing It In 
either tho share or index-linked 
bond market. 

Sterling holders, for instance, 
saw the value of their currency 
holding run up by nearly 3 per cent 
last week. However, an investment 
in 80 per cent index-linked bonds 
would have worked out even better 
over the same period of time. 
Commercial bank shares offered 
even higher yields. 

Sci-Tex Ltd., producer of com- 
puterized equipment for the colour 
photography industry, has received 
approval from the American 
Securities Exchange Commission 
for its forthcoming first-ever public 
Issue on the American market. The 
company's unique process effec- 
tively computerizes ail activities 
prior to actual printing.

WALL STREET WEEK 


Market doesn’t quite know 
the recession has arrived 


NEW YORK (Ap) . — It's generally 
accepted as fact on Wall Street that 
the 1980 recession has arrived. But 
some analysts are worried that the 
stock market hasn't recognized it 
yet. 

Stock prices have been climbing 
for most of the spring, responding 
to declining Interest rates and 
shrugging off most signs of an 
economic slowdown. 

“The recession is deepening 
rapidly," analysts at the Value Line 
Investment Survey' observed. 

“Corporate profits soon will be 
turning down in the aggregate, 
despite the .enormous earnings be- 
ing recorded in the energy sector. 
Nonetheless, investors are not bail- 
ing out of stocks." 

In the past week, the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrials posted a 
modest 5.12 loss to 805.80, but still 
closed Friday more than 45 points 
above where it stood a little more 
than seven weeks ago. 

Other readings for the week 
showed the New York Stock Ex- 
change Composite index off .26 at 
59.78 and the American Stock Ex- 
change market value index down 
8.50 at 246.31. 

Big Board volume averaged 87.28 
million shares a day, against 29.88 
million the week before. 


One disappointment came last 
Monday, when General Motors cut 
Its second-quarter dividend by 
more than 60 per cent, to 60 cents a 
share. The next day the stock fell 
more than 3 points. 

As the week drew to a close, 
economists of the Business Council, 
a prominent organization of cor- 
porate leaders, issued a forecast of 
a fairly deep recession. The 
economists predicted a slowdown 
“about as severe as any in the post- 
war period except 1974-75."

TKl^KKAN. - The Islamic 
Republican Party, many of whose 
nieniVrs demand spy trials for the 
American hostages hi Iran, .took a 
commit net I ng lend yesterday in 
returns from the runoff round of the 
Iranian parliamentary election. 

Officials in Teheran said the new 
pnrlljiment, which must decide the 
hostages' fate, will probably con- 
vene within two weeks. 

For the 33 hostages, who 
reportedly have been scattered 
among 13 Iranian cities, yesterday 
marked the end of their 27th week 
in eapLivity. 

As- the election results mounted, 
contusion developed over when 
Iran .will get a prime minister and 
cnbincl. its first full permanent 
government stnee the revolution 

that toppled shah Mohammed Reza 

Pahlavi in February, 1979. 

One man considered a top can- 
didate for. premier, Ez&tollah 
Sahabl, said he had been offered the 
job but turned it down because 
therq would not be "enough legal 
protection** in taking office before 
parliament met. it was reported. 

It appeared that President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, although 
em pAwercd by Iran's new constitu- 
tion to appoint the government 
chief, might be waiting for parlia- 
ment to convene to let it make a 
show of consent in the appointment. 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 
Iranis revolutionary leader, Is ex- 
pected to endorse Bani-Sadr* s 
choice for the post. 

The pro-clergy Islamic 
Republican Party had won 00 of 98 
seats in the 270-seat Majlis, or 
parliament, that were decided in 
the first round of voting on March 
14. Returns from Friday's second 


round of the balloting - for dis- 
l riels whore nu-onc won a majority 
In March - showed that the IRP 
hud won 42 of the 84 scats decided 
as of midday yesterday. 

That gave the tRP a two-seat 
majority among the 182 decided 
scats. And that'.trcnd was expected 
in continue jn the remaining 63 dis- 
tricts where results were to be an- 
nounced, giving the party control of 
parliament. Most of the other can- 
didates elected to parliament were 
' Independents. 

Only three of the elected can- 
didates were among those sup- 
ported by Bani-Sadr. 

The second round of voting In 23 
districts has been postponed 
because of anti-government unrest 
In those areas, including Kurdistan. 
But the constitution allows conven- 
ing of the parliament once 180 
members are elected. 

In another development. Amnes- 
ty International In London said Fri- 
day it was deeply shocked by the 
latest executions in Iran, which last 
week Included seven members of 
the Bahai faith and a former educa- 
tion minister, Mrs. F&rroukhrou . 
Parsa. 

The international civil rights 
organization said It had appealed to 
Khomeini to commute the death 
sentence passed on Mrs Parsa and 
has repeatedly called for an end to 
all executions in Iran. 

In a 216 page report published on 
Friday, Amnesty International said 
that on the basis of a study of some 
900 cases, it concluded that many 
people had been executed after 
hearings by revolutionary tribunals 
that did not guarantee a fair trial or 
the opportunity to prepare or pre- 
sent an adequate defence. (AP,

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Anti-pom bombers injure 15 in Spain 


ST. PETERSBURG. Florida 
(UPIl. — Divers resumed a grim 
underwater search yesterday for 
bodies trapped In the submerged 
girders of the Sunshine Skyway, 
bridge that fell when it was hit by a 
freighter during a heavy squall on 
Friday. 

At least 32 persons perished when 
a Chicago-to-Miaml bus, three 
automobiles and a pickup truck 
plunged 50 metres into the 13-metre 
deep ship channel. 

Eighteen bodies were recovered 
before nightfall Friday, but divers 
sighted other victims trapped In 
submerged cars that are entangled 
in twisted girders and huge chunks 
of concrete roadway which fell into 
the murky waters of Tampa Bay. 


It wa$ revealed yesterday that 
the pilot of the freighter that ramm- 
ed the bridge had hit the Interstate 
span earlier this year with another 
ship.. 

The head of the Tampa port said 
that John Lyro was pilot of the 
Liberian bulk carrier when it 
struck a Skyway bridge abutment 
earlier this year. 

"It chipped the concrete at that 
time, but the State of Florida deter- 
mined there was not sufficient 
damage to require immediate 
repair," he said. "That case is still 
under, investigation- by the Coast 
Guard." 

A spokesman for the Tampa Bay 
Pilots Association said Lyro is a 
deputy pilot rather than a full- 
fledged, licensed state pilot. 


SOLARES. Spain (UFI). — Anti- 
pornography terrorists exploded a 
powerful bomb yesterday In a' 
crowded entertainment hall in 
northern Spain, wounding and In- 
juring 15 people who had just finish- 
ed wAtchlng the- movie “Em- 
ma nu e lie." 

Two of the wounded were 
reported In serious condition in a 
hospital. Five others were in less 
serious condition, and another eight 
were discharged after being 
treated for minor injuries. 

Police attributed the bombing to 
right-wing terrorists who recently 
begqn a campaign of bombing and 
burning bookshops and newspaper 
kiosfcs which sell girlie magazines 
and pornographic literature — one

State Department, Mobil Oil upset 
over plans to televise Saudi film 


RALEIGH. North Carolina (AP). — 
Independent presidential candidate 
John Anderson says a senior State 
Department official is acting as a 
"messenger boy" for the Saudi 
Arabian government in seeking to 
discourage the broadcast of the 
controversial television film 
“Death of a Princess." 

Winding up two days of cam- 
paigning In North Carolina on Fri- 
day, Anderson was harshly critical 
of what he said were efforts of the 
administration of President Jimmy 
Carter to keep the Public Broad- 
casting Service (PBS) from airing 
the show. 

At the request of the Saudi 
government. Deputy Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher wrote to 
PBS officials suggesting it would 
not be in U.S. interests if the show 
were broadcast as scheduled 
tomorrow night. 

Addressing a rally of about 300 
persona, Anderson said the con-

Eastern nations like Saudi Arabia. 

' “When it comes to the second- 
ranking official in the State 
Department... (acting as &) 
messenger boy for the Saudi Ara- 
bian government which Is trying to 
dictate to a network in this coun- 
try... frankly I am concerned," the 
Illinois congressman said. - 

The film, a joint U.S.-Brltlsh 
production, caused great con- 
troversy when It was shown in Bri- 
tain last month. The drama is based 
on a true incident in 1977, when a 
Saudi princess and her lover were : 
executed for adultery by a Saudi 
court. 

PBS meanwhile has found itself 
at odds with two of its major 
benefactors, Congress and the 
Mobil Oil Corp., because of the film. 

Mobil, a partner in oil with Saudi 
Arabia, bought ads in major 
newspapers urging PBS to 
"review" its decision to show the 
film In light of "what Is In the best

A federal judge ruled Friday that 
a Houston public television station 
cannot cancel a showing of the film 
and that it must be broadcast 
tomorrow night at the same time it 
Is tdiown by other stations across 
the nation. 

The University of Houston, holder 
of the licence for KUHT-TV, had 
first scheduled, then junked plans 
to air the drama. * 

"This is not a privately-owned 
television station," the U.S. district 
Judge ruled after hearing a full day 
of testimony. "It is public. When 
the state government becomes in- 
volved in television It has to make 
sure decisions are not based on 
politics. Decisions on programmes 
to be seen cannot be based on 
politics." 

Six other public television 
stations have refused to air the 
show. Five of them are in South 
Carolina and one is in Los Angeles.

Surgeon creates , 
tongue for child 

NKW YORK f'Ai*). Three years 
ngn. Jorge Gonzalez was a bizarre 
elfin child. He had floppy, oversized 
nnrs, a bird-like, pointed chin and a 
mouth that was tiny at its opening 
nnd huge on the Inside. He was 10 
years old and looked six. 

Doctors said his strange 
appearance was due to an unex- 
plained birth defect: Jorge was 
born without a tongue. 

The defect distorted his facial 
structure. The absence of a tongue . 
made eating a problem and caused 
malnutrition. 

But in 1977, he came from Bogota, 
Colombia to New York,, where a 
plastic surgeon created a tongue for 
Jorge out of tissues and muscles In 
his neck. Next month, in the latest 
refinement on the operation, the 
tongue will be trimmed and 
sculpted. Doctors say he already 
looks and feels much better. 

"From the first operation to now, 
he’s gro w n tremendously — almost 
a foot (30 cm.)." says Dr. Richard 
Boles Stark, attending surgeon of . 
the plastic surgical service at St. 
Luke's Hospital Centre. 

Medical authorities say Jorge’s 
operation was a rare procedure, 
since there 1s little in medical 
history about tongue construction. 

Stark also performed cosmetic 
surgery on Jorge's ears to reduce 
t heir size. . ' 

Reagan: Fight for 
Saudis, not Iran 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP). — Ronald 
Reagan said on Friday that “there 
isn’t anything practical that can be 
done" if the Soviet Union Invaded 
Iran, but the U.S. must take a stand 
to defend Saudi Arabia. 

"We are not going to let the Saudi 
Arabian government fall, either 
from trouble within or aggression 
without," the Republican presiden- 
tial front-runner told a luncheon of 
the business-oriented Com- 
monwealth Club of California. 

The former California governor 
did not specify what kind of action 
he would take as president to 
protect Saudi Arabia from Russia. 

But he said, “I think we could 
send some signals... and if we send 
it. we send it only with the 
collaboration of our allies in Japan 
and Europe, who are so fully depen- 
dent on OPEC oIL" 

Asked at a later news conference 
if his remarks meant that as presi- 
dent he would not attempt to pre- 
vent a -Soviet takeover of Iran, 
Reagan replied: "There isn’t 
anything practical that can be done 
if they came in there. 

"What could we do there any 
more than what we could do in 
Afghanistan, unless you are think- 
ing about World War m? I'm think- 
ing about world peace," Reagan 
said. 


Carter: Detente must 
rely on deterrence

PHILADELPHIA. - President 
Jimmy Carter, making his first 
speech outside Washington In more 
than six months, declared Friday 
that detente with the Soviet Union 
remains his goal, but said It must 
be "built on a firm foundation of 
deterrence."

PEKING. — Peking television 
yesterday announced the cancella- 
tion of, four, special; programmes 
honouring- the late' Communist 
ehief-of-staff Liu Shaoqi, who was 
purged In 1978 as art'ffrctr-'enemy of 
Chairman Mao Tsetung'. 

The programmes were to have 
been broadcast yesterday. 

An official Chinese source said 
that the programmes would be 
shown "sooner or later, but no 
specific date has been set." 

However, Liu’s final rehabilita- 
tion by the Communist Party still 
appeared to be near. 

The party newspaper, “People’s 
Daily,” carried on its front page an 
old photograph of Liu with Mao and 


the late premier Chou Enlai, taken 
in 1962. A full page article on Liu’s 
career was published, on the second 
page. 

Sources in Peking’s foreign _ 
diplomatic community speculated" 
that a -belated state funeral had 
been arranged Tor Liu, who died In 
disgrace in 1971. 

The sources said the funeral 
probably was to have^been held 
yesterday and was postponed 
because Chinese premier and Com- 
munist Party chairman Hua 
Guofeng had left the. country to at- 
tend the funeral of President Tito in 
Belgrade Thursday.

The second problem, said 
Flowers, is a sufficient and 
steady supply of uranium — "a 
technical and political 
problem" since uranium im- 
ports put the importer in the" 
same situation - as the oil Im- 
porter vis-a-vis the oil exporter. 

In addition, some uranium 
exporters, like Canada, 
Australia and South Africa, 
compel the importer to sign the 
nuclear weapons non- 
proliferation treaty and to 
agree to inspection of their 
plants to see how the uranium is 
being used. 

The pollution and disaster 
hazards' of nuclear energy 
plants take third place for 
Flowers. “A disaster or leak in 
a large petro-chemical works is 
far more hazardous, in terms of 
environmental pollution and 
possible deaths, than any con- 
ceivable nuclear plant dis-' 
-aster.” 

He explained that because of 


the obvious dangers, nuclear 
plants have been, and are, built 
with major fail-safe devices 
which make them "safer than 
most of the big industries." 

He dismissed as “nonsense" 
the charge that infant and child 
fatalities increased abnormally 
in the Harrisburg, Penn- 
sylvania area following the 
radioactive leak in March 1979 
at Three Mile Island. 

FLOWERS WORKED during 
World War n on the Anglo- 
Canadian Atomic Energy Pro- 
ject at Montreal and Chalk 
River, Ontario. He later did 
research in Britain’s leading 
atomic energy research facility 
at Harwell, where he served in 
the 1950s as director of the 
theoretical physics division and 
as chief research scientist. 

"The maximum number of 
deaths in a worst-case nuclear 
plant disaster would reach the 
number of passengers in two 
Jumbo aircraft; like those 
which collided last year at 
Tenerife airport," Flowers 
pointed out, as if speaking 
about acceptable combat 
losses* 

As to vulnerability to 
terrorist, or aerial attack, or to 
earthquakes. Flowers said that 
nuclear plants are being design- 
ed to withstand such assault by 
man or nature.

and ia certainly aware of the 
link between nuclear research 
and energy development on the 
one hand, and the construction 
of atomic weapons on the other. 
"But they are not Siamese 
twins — one does not necessari- 
ly .come with or entail the 
other,” he said. ■ 

He conceded that India's 
atomic bomb was bom in a 
research facility but main- 
tained that it is extremely dif- 
ficult to convert research and 
energy-geared plants to bomb 
development, “especially if the 
uranium — and nuclear 
technology — exporting coun- 
tries impose curbs and super- 
vision." 

Flowers had a ready and per- 
suasive answer for every con- 
ceivable question on "science 
politics," and showed 
awareness of the danger to civil 
liberties stemming from 
nuclear energy plants, which 
necessitate great security 
precautions, surveillance and 
■controls. "But mankind will 
lose more civil liberties it it 
enters the future without 
nuclear power. What the world 
can do is make the development 
of the A-bomb extremely un- 
popular." 

He is not, however, looking 
forward to a world powered 


solely by nuclear energy. "A 
balanced energy — with 
nuclear, oil. coal and other 
sources each contributing a 
substantial percentage of every 
country’s needs — is the op- 
timal situation. This will ensure 
a relative avoidance of 
dependence upon a single raw 
materials exporter or group of 
exporters, assuring political 
and economic independence." 

He hopes that nuclear plants 
will never produce more than 50 
per cent of a country's energy 
needs. "We must never fall into 
the hands of one lot of 
suppliers." 

IN KEEPING with his general 
attitude he would be opposed to 
Israel's development of the A- 
bomb, even if that weapon in 
say a decade or two proves the 
only deterrent against Arab at- 
tack or the only means Israel 
will possess to right an im- 
balance created by inferiority 
in conventional weaponry. "It 
would be cutting oft one’s nose 
to spite one’s face if Israel 
developed the bomb. I don’t 
believe in the possibility of 
limited nuclear war. If Israel 
uses a nuclear bomb, under 
whatever duress or cir- 
cumstances, others, like In a 
chain reaction, will resort to ' 
them, and In the attempt to 
stave off disaster Israel will be 
destroyed along with the rest of 
humanity. Ultimately, I am 


afraid, the survival of mankind 
Is more Important to me than 
the survival of one race or 
state." 

The only answer to the grow- 
ing might of the Islamic world, 
and the threat this poses to 
Israel’s existence, said 
Flowers, is “to make peace, 
and to do it fast." 

"I am no expert on the 
politics of the region he ad- 
mitted, "and, necessarily, I 
speak diffidently." 

But, pressed for an answer, 
Flowers put it like this: “Israel 
enormously helped the cause 
and concept of Palestinian 
nationalism. The Palestinian 
people now exist almost as 
much as the Jewish people." 

From this it follows, said 
Flowers, that they must be 
given to “Lebensraum.” Isn't 
that a rather frightening word? 
I asked. "I use the word 
deliberately," he said. “They 
must have space of their 
sovereign own, and it must be 
on territory they Inhabit and 
will accept. Politial processes 
have gone too far to deny the es- 
tablishment of some sort of 
Palestinian state." 

Flowers fully acknowledged 
the dangers such a state would 
pose to Israel's existence. 
"Israel. I am afraid, will have 
to exist in a state of anxiety for 
a very long time." 

TURNING to the wider issues

Flowers agreed that the world , 
has been recently developing' 
faster than humanity's ability. ' ‘ 
to cope.

Israeli tennis stars aim at Federation Cup

TEL AVIV. — Israel’s top women 
tennis players Paulina Peled and 
Haglt Tzubari leave for Germany 
today, to prepare for the 18 th an- 
nual Federation Cup starting in 
West Berlin on May 29. The Israelis 
open their challenge with a match 
against Creat Britain, seeded third 
behind the U.S. and Australia in the 
32-nation meet. 

Thirty-year-old Peled and 
Tzub&rl, 20, will be playing in the 
competition — known as the 
“Women’s Davis Cup" — for the 
fifth consecutive time. This will be 
Israel's eighth outing in the event, 
organized by the London- based 
International Tennis Federation. 

Third -member of the team is 
national girls' under-18 champion 
Orly Bialostocki, who will partner 
Peled In the doubles, Israel Tennis 
Association General-Secretary Zvi 
Meyer told The Jerusalem Post on 
. Friday. New cap Bialostocki,' who 
was 16 three weeks ago, will thus 
become the youngest player to date 
to represent this country in either 
the Federation Cup or Davis Cup — 
Israel has so far participated in 35 
ties in the latter competition, which 


she entered in 1949. 

Bialostocki left -last Thursday 
with Israel’s two top junior boys, 
Shahar Perkis and Eilon Sinai, both 
17. to play the prestigious European 
youth circuit. The three, who are 
accompanied by national coach 
Ron Steele, make their bow 
tomorrow in the Italian Junior 
International Championships. 

Peled and Tzubari will tomorrow 
begin a week of intensive 
acclimatization training in Saar- 
bruecken, as guest of the Saarland 
Tennis Association, with 
Bialostocki and the team's coach- 
captain Steele scheduled to join 
them on Wednesday. The girls will 
work out on clay, the surface on 
which the federation cup is being 
played, Meyer reported. Israel's 
team manager in Berlin will be 
Freddie Krlvine. 

While Israel has so far won only 
one cup match in the main singles 
draw, its many successes in the 
plate event include finishing as 
runners-up to Sweden among the 24 
countries beaten in the first two 
rounds of the 1978 main meet In 
Federation Cup singles, Peled has 
won a total of 11 rubbers, and 
Tzubari four, while together they 


have registered three doubles vic- 
tories.

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Back to beginnings 

THE AUTONOMY 1 talks were never expected to be easy. 
Nourished, like the peace negotiations by the converging In- 
terests of Israel, Egypt and the U.S., the autonomy talks have 
an additional basis of support — the commitments made at 
Camp David. Yet, as so often occurs, the language of agree- 
ment, formulated at Camp David, leaves enough room to sus- 
tain disagreement as well. 

Ihis linguistic space was the strength and weakness of Camp 
David. It made accord possible in September 1978 by making 
discord possible, later. 

But there was also a better political logic. Autonomy itself, as 
conceived then, was to be a five-year corridor to 4 final agree- 
ment about the West Bank and Gaza. Those five years were to 
be a time for testing and mutual accommodation. Peace and 
normalization with Egypt would be tested ; coexistence on a new 
basis with the Inhabitants of the territories would be tested ; the 
role of Jordan and American commitments would be tested. 

Hbwever, it became plain very soon after negotiations were 
under way that both Israel and Egypt were Intent on firming up 
at the outset what was originally perceived as being meant for 
^he end of ttie five years. Egypt wanted to achieve a contractual 
basis for an Independent political entity; Israel sought a basis 
for perpetual control of the territory — if not the people. 

When the talks hit shoals, Mr. Begin advised patience. May 
26th, he said, was far off. Mr. Sadat also appeared in no hurry. 
Working groups and ministers travelled back and forth, "mak- 
ing progress." But behind the diplomatic foliage lay the stub- 
born differences of aim. 

With May 26th nearer at hand the differences could no longer 
be ignored. After some nudging from Mr. Carter, there were 
;now to be marathon talks, a gesture to the deadline. 

. But all that seems to have happened in these ta-lfcw is that both 
Egypt and Israel have dug their toes in even deeper into their 
fixed positions. For both, the beginning of autonomy must 
predetermine the end. 

The Egyptians add another argument; their credibility, es- 
pecially in the Arab world. They must produce tangible proof to 
the Palestinians, to the Arabs In general, and to the Third 
World, that autonomy will be the beginning of the end of Israeli 
control of the West Bank and Gaza. 

- For this reason, apparently, they want an agreement which 
already limits, at the first stage, Israel’s strategic and internal 
security prerogatives in these territories. They also want a 
moratorium on settlements and distinction drawn between 
security and non-security settlements. 

These Egyptian demands are not surprising, but they are im- 
politic. No Israeli Government could, before autonomy is even 
tasted, jeopardize its freedom to assure security in and from 
these territories. And the Begin Government certainly cannot 
be expected to sign an agreement suspending settlement activl- 

ty. 

The issue that emerges, therefore, from the present impasse 
in the talks is the issue that was apparent from the start: Is an 
autonomy agreement to mark a new beginning whose end is 
open and subject to the dynamics of coexistence, or is it to mark 
the beginning of the end. 

The second path assures deadlock. The first is also not strewn 
with roses, especially since the hope of coexistence could in 
practice mean the havoc of confrontation. But it at least makes 
hope possible. It alone makes agreement possible. 

By whatever date, whether May 26 or the weeks that follow, 
both sides will want to achieve at least a salient percentage of 
agreement. That will be possible only if they risk a course not 
finally charted. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THE FORMATION of an inter- 
national academic advisory com- 
mittee by the College for Jewish 
Studies (Hochschule for Judlsche 
Studien) In Heidelberg, has been 
announced by Prof. Leon Feldman, 
founding rector and consultant to 
the Central Council of Jews In West 
Germany. 

This body consists of scholars 
from the U.S., Israel, England and 
France representing various dis- 
ciplines within the field of Jewish 
studies. 

The college was founded In June 
1979 and began Instruction at the 
opening of the winter semester 
1979-1980 with an enrolment of 21 
students in quarters made 
available by the university of 
Heidelberg. A group of visiting 
professors and part-time Instruc- 
tors. primarily drawn from Israel, 


make up the teaching faculty, sup- 
ported by an administrative staff of 
two. The nucleus of a growing 
library was a donation of 3,000 
books of Hebraica and Judalca in 
German. 

The goal of the college Is to 
provide academic preparation for 
those who wish to study for careers 
as rabbis, cantors and educators 
and to offer academic training for 
those who wish to become com- 
munal and social workers In the 
Jewish communities of the 
German-speaking countries af Cen- 
tral Europe. The school also 
enables students, irrespective of 
religion and background, to 
broaden their knowledge of 
Judaism. An M.A. in Jewish Studies 
will be awarded upon the successful 
completion of at least eight 
semesters.

THE MORAL OF HEBR0 





COMMENTING on the Hebron 
massacre, Egyptian Prime 
Minister Mustapha Khalil express- 
ed the sentiments of certain Israeli 
Intellectuals when he averred that 
the massacre only "proves” that 
Israel's continued military 
presence in Judea and Samaria 
cannot eliminate, hut can only in- 
cite such acts in the future. This is 
put forth not only as axl argument 
for the withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from Judea and Samaria, but for 

dismantling all Jewish settlements 
in the so-called West Sank. Let us 
dispassionately examine the facts. 

Between 1991 and 1995, 508 
Israelis were killed by terrorist at- 
tacks from Judea ' and Samaria, 
then under Jordanian control. Dur- 
ing this same five-year period, 403 
Israelis were killed by terrorist at- 
tacks launched by Egypt /Tom Gaza 
and the Sinai. Again during this 
period, 61 Israelis were killed by 
terrorists from Syria and Lebanon. 
Meanwhile,' 957 Israelis were killed 
by terrorists operating unthin 
Israel's sieve-like 1949 borders. In 
other words, almost 200 Jews were 
killed each year In Israel by 
terrorists from beyond her prq-1967 
borders, while another 200 were 
killed within Israel's pre-1967 
borders. 

Terrorist activity did not 
decrease significantly until the 
Israeli government organized a 
series of raids, first against Arab 
villages sheltering terrorist s , and 
then against terrorist units working 
in cooperation with Egypt. 

By 1968 in Judea and Samaria, 
and by 1972 In Gaza, all but 
sporadic terrorist activity had been 
suppressed — but only because 
Israel, as a result .of the Six-Day 
War. had gained control of these 
areas. Hence, if Israel were to 
withdraw from Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza, there is a moral and logical 
certainty that terrorist attacks 
would dramatically Increase — the 
PLO is armed by Moscow and 
financed by Arab capitals — so that 
more Jews would be killed within 


WE ARE NOW experiencing a 
process of brutalization of our 
collective lives, a process which 
started thirteen years ago, but 
which is now accelerating at an 
alarming rate. What was un- 
thinkable yesterday la happening 
today, what we fear now may 
become routine tomorrow. 

Several months ago the country 
was shocked when a girl in Yamlt 
spat In the face of the Minister of 
Defence: today, there is no 
governmental or public reaction to 
a head of a Klryat Arba yeshiva 
publically saying that he la "not 
responsible” for the actions of his 
students should Ezer Weizman dare 
to appear at the funeral of the vic- 
tims of the Hebron outrage. When 
several months ago. In the same 
Yamlt, settlers attacked soldiers in 
uniform, the country was outraged 
( was anyone ever punished?) ; now, 
the news of a skirmish between 
Klryat Arba rowdies and soldiers 
which sent one of the soldiers to a 
hospital is buried in the back pages 
of the newspapers. 

Things have reached such a pass 
that Rabbi Kahane, the head of an 
organization openly advocating and 
practising physical violence, la 
shown on Israel television calling 
"not for an eye for an eye but two 
eyes for one eye." 

Back in the days of romantic

DEAD BIRDS 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem. Poet 

Sir, — In your report of April 24 
on the death of birds of prey along 
the coast, there are several mis- 
takes. 

The birds were on their spring, 
not summer migration. They soar, 
not glide, and are not absolutely 
dependent on winds and air 
currents for flight. 

The dead bird in the photo is a 
buzzard (Buteo buteo) and not a 
vulture. 

The identification of bustards and 
puffins attributed to the Nature 
Reserve Authority inspectors is in- 
correct These species are not birds 
of prey and they do not migrate like 
them. The puffin is a northern 
species which does not even occur 
here. 

The report of thousands of birds 
found dead is exaggerated. As men- 
tioned, the Authority inspectors ex- 
amined only hundreds. The disaster 
extended as far north as Rosh 
Hanikra and not only to the Carmel 
cape.

The conclusion to be drawn from the massacre in Hebron 
is that Arab hostility towards Israel will not disappear 
even if Israel withdraws from Judea, Samaria and Gaza, 
writes PAUL EIDELBERG. 


Israel's pre-1967 borders than ever 
before, especially in Jerusalem. 

U Israel cannot prevent all 
terrorist attacks out of Judea and 
Samaria when the area is under 
Israeli control, surely the number 
and intensity of the attacks would 
greatly Increase if the leaders of 
the terrorists themselves; or a 
government sympathetic to them, 
were to control Judea and Samaria. 

Indeed, the recent increase of 
Arab violence in Judea and 
Samaria may be attributed, in part, 
to the encouragement and incite- 
ment*’ of Arab mayors identified 
with the PLO. How did such men at- 
tain their positions? By democratic 
elections conducted under the 
benign supervision of democratic 
Israel. Democracy is a mixed bless- 
ing. The great liberal phllospher 
John Stuart Mill did not recom- 
mend it for all peoples. 

That Jewish settlements In Judea 
and Samaria may intensify Arab 
hostility need not be denied, so long 
as it is remembered that their 
absence prior to 1967 did not pre- 
vent the murder and maiming of 
thousands of Jewish men, women, 
and children. Israel's political and 
intellectual leaders should also 
bear in mind that the greater the 
number of Jewish settlements, the 
smaller the number of Israeli 
soldiers eventually needed in the 
area, giving less offence to the 
Arabs. (Civilian coexistence is 
preferable to military occupation.) 

ARAB FEELINGS should not be Ig- 
nored. But they ought not. to con- 
stitute the ultimate criterion of 
Israeli policy, especially as con- 
cerns Judea and Samaria to which 
Israel can claim on legal and moral 
grounds. The safety of her people 


comes first. That’s the reason the 
. U.S. still has. bases in .Okinawa, 
some 5,000 miles from the 
American malulahd. 

What certain people in Israel and 
in the democratic world will not 
face with intellectual and moral 
courage Is that Arab-Islamlc 
hostility toward the Jewish state Is 
a metaphysical and immutable fact 
of Arab-Israeli existence. Islamic 
hostility will not disappear or even 
diminish if Israel retreats from 
Judea, Samaria, and* Gaza. 
Withdrawal Itself will embolden the 
Arabs and encourage further Arab 
encroachment. As the Americana 
may be beginning to learn — at in- 
estimable cost — one does dot over- 
come the implacable hostility of the 
Soviet Union or the threat of Soviet 
communism by. disengagement and 
appeasement. 

THIS IS NOT the place to 'cite 
chapter and veree of Arabhatred of 
Jews, undlminished even, in Sadat’s 
Egypt, his treaty with Israel 
notwithstanding. Instead, let us an- 
ticipate the objection, that the above 
analysis leads to the conclusibn.that 
there is no foreseeable end to the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

The trouble with this conclusion 
is that while it is logically un- 
impeachable, It is psychologically 
unacceptable, at least to the tender- 
hearted. The conclusion is mis- 
leading. because it proceeds from 
the assumption that the only alter- 
native to peace is armed conflict, 
that war and peace are antithetical. 
Political life Is not so simple. 

The first thing to face up to is that 
not peace but some form of warfare 
is the "normal” state of affairs In 
the history of nations. Only conceit 
or arrant utopianism can lead peo- 


ple to think that the present genera- 
tion is so gifted in. virtue and 
wisdom as- to be able to overcome 
fundamental antagonisms — 
political, moral, economic, legal, 
and spiritual — whose origins are 
primordial. (Tbe present century is 
the bloodiest and most bhztal in 
human history, despite 11 not partly 
because of the prophets of 
"progress.") . 

Tn addition to armed warfare 
there Is also political, diplomatic, 
economic, ideological and psy- 
chological warfare. (Peace Itself 
may be a form of warfare carried 
on by other means, as Clausewltz 
would say.) These seemingly non- 
violent forms of conflict can 
destroy a nation. They can divide a 
people, isolate them from their 
allies, undermine their self- 
confidence, and prepare them, 
step-by-step, for the blitzkrieg. 
Which brings us back to the 
Hebron Massacre. 

The massacre, like all PLO 
terrorist attacks, is not only an act 
of armed conflict. Such attacks 
divide Israel by encouraging 
appeasement as well as im- 
petuosity; they are intended to sap 
public confidence in the. govern-, 
ment both at home and abroad. At 
the same time, such terrorist at- 
tacks, by killing Jews, are designed 
to discourage tourism and capital 
Investment In Israel, thereby 
. damaging Israel’s already strained 
economy. Furthermore, killing 
Jews also decreases aliya on the 
one hand, while, Increasing yerlda 
on the other. Nor is that all.

the Jewish State having its own 
thieves, as a mark of national nor- 
malcy. Reality has done him one 
better. Not only do we have our own 
thieves and murderers, and we 
even export them, but we have our 
own. pogrom makers. * 

The groups of young men who, 
armed with sticks and stones, in- 
vaded an Arab town, a couple of 
weeks ago, and left toe streets 
strewn with shattered glass, were 
doubtless sons and grandsons of 
Jews from eastern Europe who had 
personally experienced the horrors 
of pogroms. And If the objects of 
their retaliatory wrath were this 
time only cars and homes, one 
could soon expect human victims — 
on both sides. Violence follows the 
iron rule of acceleration. 

THE UNDERLYING cause of 
violence — on both sides — is the oc- 
cupation of Arab territories. As 
long as the conquest is in force, 
violence will follow violence, with a 


constant increase in ferocity. 

Only those ignorant of history, or 
chosing to ignore historic ex- 
perience, will find the recent 
developments surprising. The rule 
of one people is an unnatural state. 
It inevitably provokes resistance on 
the part of the ruled, which in- 
evltobly causes the : rulers to react,, 
toe' action and reaction continuing 
at a steadily accelerating pace, un- 
til a solution is achieved, by 
negotiations or In blood. . 

Whatever advantages may ac- 
crue to toe conqueror from ruling 
another people are undone by tbe 
heavy price the conqueror has to 
pay in terms of the weakening of 
toe moral fibre of his people — of 
toe soldiers who may have to per- 
form tasks abhorrent to a decent 
person, of the administrators whom 
circumstances may force to take 
so-called * 'strong measures, ” of the 
people as a whole. 

THE -BRUTALIZATION of our life 


Is followed by a vicious polarization 
in our society. The Verbal violence 
' which leaks out of Cabinet meetings 
has its counterparts among citizens 
of lesser importance under less 
august circumstances. 

I know of someone who was asked 
to leave IT house when he said that 
Israel ought to vacate all toe oc- 
cupied territories. I myself can no 
longer bring myself to speak to a 
friend of many years who I beard 
say that the solution Is a population 
transfer, meaning that Arabs of tbe 
West Bank should go to Arab coun- 
tries in exchange of the Jews who 
came to Israel from there. When I 
asked him how one transfers a pop- 
ulation which does not want to go, 
he replied that "there are ways.” 

OUR POLITICIANS are fond of 
saying that' Israel's occupation of 
the West Bank and Gaza is the most 
benevolent that ever was. They do 
not realize' that this is a contradic- 
tion in terms-. ThereT is no 
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a people which had for ceahtf*’
